Soon titter my arrh al lu France; In 
fact, from my enlistm -nt, I laid found 
thnt In the British army discipline Is 
very strict.

This punishment la awarded where 
there is ti doubt as to the willful guilt 
of a man who has committed au of­ 
fence punishable by death. 
Then comes the famous field pun­ 
ishment No. I. Tommy bas nicknamed 
It “crucifixion.” It means that a man 
Is spread-eagled on a Umber wheel, 
two hours a day for twenty-one days. 
During this time he only gets wuter, 
bully beef and biscuits for bls chow. 
You get “crucified” for repeated minor 
offenses. 
Next in order ta field punishment 
No. 2. 
This Is confinement In the “clink," 
without blankets, getting water, bully 
beef and biscuits for rations and doing 
all the dirty work that can be found. 
This may tie for twenty-four hours or 
twenty days, according to the gravity 
of the offense. 
Then cornea “pack drill” or default­ 
ers’ parade. This consists of drilling, 
mostly at the double, for two hours 
with full equipment. 
Tommy hater 
this, because It Is b ird work. 
Some­ 
times he fills his pack with straw to 
lighten It, and sometimes he gets 
caught. If he gets caught, be grouses 
at everything In general for twenty- 
one days. from the vantage point of a 
limber wheel.
